The tonnage of coal imported by sea during the year 
was 482 , 241 compared with 486 , 254 in the previous year. 
The tonnage of coal imported by rail was 3 ,662 only as 
against 10 ,601 of the previous year . 

( 3 ) Value of trade. - Although there was a decrease in 
the volume of trade, the value of the total trade of the 
port during the year was of the order of Rs. 13 ,602. 93 
lakhs or an increase of about Rs. 1. 038 - 93 lakhs com 
pared with the previous year . 

(4 ) Shipping . – The number of vessels that entered the 
harbour during the year was 1,014 against 1,039 in the 
previous year but the total tonnage increased from 
3 , 487,976 to 3 , 763 , 344 . Thus the average tonnage of each 
vessel increased from 3 , 771. 15 to 3 ,848 -44 . The largest 
vessel that entered the port during the year was a tanker 
with a gross tonnage of 10 ,712 and the largest general 
cargo vessel was of the gross tonnage of 9 , 981. The 
vessel of deepest draft to enter the port during the year 
had a draft of 30 ft. 2 in , forward and 30 ft. aft.

No . 13 - P (87 ) / 50 . — The Government of India have 
recelved the Administration Report of the Port of Madras 
for the year 1949 -50. The noteworthy features of the 
Report are : 

( 1 ) Financial results. — The revenue receipts of the 
Port Trust for the year under review were Rs. 118 -81 
lakhs, as against Rs. 113 . 06 lakhs in the previous year , 
or an increase of Rs. 5 . 75 lakhs . 

The net expenditure for the year , excluding the 
amount held under " suspense" and the amounts paid as 
contributions to the various funds aggregating Rs. 31. 05 
lakhs, amounted to Rs. 77 -65 lakhs, as against Rs. 75 . 88 
lakhs in the previous year . 


The actual working expenses during the year thus 
amounted to 60-92 per cent. of the income, as against 
57- 19 per cent, in the previous year , 

The balances in the various reserve funds of the Port 
Trust at the end of the year were within tho maximum 
limits Axed by Government and were satisfactory . 

( 2 ) Traffic . - - The total tonnage of imports and exports 
which passed through the port during the year was 
imports 1 ,592 , 249 and exports 191, 321, as against the 
corresponding import and export figures of 1 , 664 ,881 and 
240 ,011 respectively in the previous year. There was 
thus a net decrease of 6 .4 per cent. in the total trade 
passing through the port during the year compared to 
the corresponding total of the previous year . 

The tonnage of foodgrains imported through the port 
during the year was 252,875 as against 372 , 289 of the 
previous year , 

The tonnage of manures imported during the year was 
107,586 , the highest reached so far . 


( 6 ) Management. The year under review was the Arst 
year of the functioning of the new Port Trust Board , 
which was re - constituted on the 1st of April 1949 , under 
the Bombay , Calcutta and Madras Port Trust ( Consti 
tution ) (Amendment) Act , 1948 . 

The Board held during the year 27 meetings in all. 
Mr. G . P . Alexander , Chairman and Port Engineer, 
was on leave on average pay for a period of one month 
during the year and , in his absence , Shri M , S . Venkata 
raman , Trafic Manager , acted as the Chairman and 
Shri S . Nagabhushanam , Executive Engineer , acted as 
the Port Engineer . 

(7 ) Acknowledgments . - - The Port Trust Board per 
formed another year of useful work despite some 
uncertainties in regard to trade and Government view 
with appreciation the achievement of the Board during 
the year under review .
